Commenting on the discovery that di- 
vorces had increased 100 per cent in 
Philadelphia during the last year, Judge 
John M. Patterson of that city believes 
that ‘‘parlor bolshevism,’’ with its atten: 
dant preachings of false liberty in every 
direction—social, economic and moral,’’ 
is responsible in a large measure for the 
growth of the divorce evil. 

The Philadelphia judge has located 
here the source of a great many of the 
troubles which are now most apparent in 
this country. If bolshevism, so-called, 

confined itself to warping the economic 
views of the mind, it would not be nearly 
so destructive. 

But it does much more, once -it is 
admitted into the human system, It acts 
like a poison, destroying every concep- 
tion of law, moral or otherwisé, and does 
not stop until it reaches the animal 
kingdom. : 

It is a back-to-the-herd doctrine that is 
the arch enemy of Christian civilization, oj). 
and to embrace it as a philosophy is to re- 
move all restraints, and to respect no au- 
thority or convention, of either man or 
God. 

The greatest danger from bolshevism is 
not what it will do to the political institu- 
tions of the country. It is a menace 
chiefly because .it undermines the social 
institutions of civilization. By destroy- 
ing respect for law and for decency it 
creates an attitude of utter moral irre- 
sponsibility, without sense of responsi- 
bility which men degenerate to the level 
of the beast. 

It is not only necessary to fight ‘‘par- 
lor bolshevism’’ in tlie public forum and 
at the ballot box, but in the home, the 
church and the school. These are the 
three institutions bolshevism will .des- 
troy if allowed to have full sway. Tt is 
philosophy, fundamentally opposed to 
Christianity and every other religion 
recognizing the responsibility of man to 
a supreme being. 

Tt must be eradicated or it will permeate 
the social body, bringing rapid dissolu- 
tion from the infidelity, moral laxness, ir- 
responsibility and exaltation of the carnal, 
which it generates

IDEA OF RECKONING 


Time Designated in Simple Fashion— 
Journeys and Distances Told Off 
. by “Sleeps.” 


The American Indians of early days 
reckoned time-by what they called 
“sleeps” and “moons,” The Indian's 
“sleep” referred to a san-to-sun day 
of 24 hours and his “moon” to what 
the white man ronghly and improperly 
calls a month. The Indians indicated 
the noon hour by pointing vertically 
upward. To indicate the middle of the 
first half of the daylight period—9 
o’clock—he pointed upward midway 
between the horizon and the-zenith 
and to indicate mid-afternoon — 3 
o’clocks-he pointed toward the oppo- 
site quarter. He spoke of the eastern 
horizon as “sunrise” and of the west- 
ern horizon as “sunset.” ‘ 

Journeys and distances between dif- 
ferent points were measured in 
Thus, when he undertook 
to tell how far he had traveled or to 
tell how far one point was from an- 
other, the old-time Indian would say 
a certain number of “sleeps.” Ordina- 
rily, a “sleep” in this sense correspond- 
ed to something like 35 miles-—the dis- 
tance a man could cover in a day, trav- 
eling at an ordinary pace on foot. 
However, it was not unusual for men
